The Senate concur in the resolution of the House appointing a 
joint committee, to wait npon His Excellency, the Governor, acquaint- 
ing him that a quorum of both Houses have convened pursnant to 
his Proclamation, and arc ready to receive any communication he 
may think proper to make to them, and they have appointed Messrs, 
Wiiliams and Maclin to be of said committee, on‘the part of the Sen- 
ate,

Mr. Dew from the joint committee appointed on the part of the 
House to wait upon the Governor of the State, and inform him that 
the two Houses of the General Assembly have assembled and are 
ready to receive any communication he may be pleased to make, re- 
ported that the Committee had discharged the duty for which it was 
appointed and was informed by the Governor that he would forth- 
with make a communication‘in writing to each House. 

A message in writing was received from His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor, by John S. Young, Secretary of State, which was read at the 
Clerk’stabic, and is as follows;— 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate 
and Howse of Representatives: 

In discharging the duties of the high trust committed to my hands as 
the Chief Executive-officer of the State, I have felt it incumbent on me 
to convene the General Assembly in extraordinary session at this time. 

It is a subject of regret that I cannot tender you the usual congratula- 
tions upon the prosperous condition which has heretofore characterized 
the history of the State. Laboring in common with the other States of 
the Union, under the disadvantages that unavoidably attend a derange- 
ment of the monetary affairs of the country, it could not be expected 
that we should be exempt from a participation in the gloom and distress, 
that invariably accompany the pecuniary convulsions which have marked 
the history of all the governments of the earth. Notwithstanding, how- 
ever, much pecuniary distress and embarrassment pervade our State, we 
have much to excite our gratitude, and induce a patient endurance of the 
evils that surround us, which, E trust, will be found to be only temporary 
ia their character. Our State has been blessed with health in an almost 
unparalleled degree ; the earth has yielded an abundant supply of all that 
ministers to the comfort of map; and it may be empbagically said, that 
peace and plenty pervade the State. These are consi@erations which 
should go far to silence our murmurings, and they demand the tribute of 
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Pts"se and gratitude to that kind Providence that has secured such bles- 
ai'ngs. E 

The framers of oer State Constitution, anticipating the oceurrence of 
events that would require the action:of the legislative department of the 
government, at other than the regular biennial sessions, and providing for 
such exigences, Invested the Executive with the power to convene the 
General Assembly in extra session, when, in bis judgment, the public in- 
terest demands it. 

Believing that such a necessity for an early convention of the Legisla- 
ture as is contemplated by the constitution had arisen, and that your as- 
sembling together would not be longer postponed without detriment to 
the public interest, | could not (however mach I might desire to avoid 
the trouble and expense of anextra session) hesitate as to the course it 
was my duty to pursue. The power conferred upon the Executive of 
recommending te the Legislature when thus convened, such subjects as 
should claim their attention, and the res{rictions it imposes on their ac- 
tion, makes the duty of the Executive on the present occasion, one of 
great delicacy and responsibility. The design of the constitution in im- 
pesing this restriction was, doubtless, to guard the country against the 

evils of excessive legislation. 

‘Ef this construction of the constitution be correct, {and I presume none 
can doubt it,) itis the duty of the Executive to confine his recommenda- 
tions to such subjects as immediately affect the interests of the State, and 
which are of such an argent character as not to admit of postponement 
until the meeting of the General Assembly at its regular session. Not 
doubting this construction, I shall, as far as may be, conform to it; leav- 
ing out of this communication many questions which are of some impor- 
tance to parlicular sections of the State, but which are local in their 
character, and as such, are not proper subjects for legislative action on 
the present oceasion, and could not be introduced without violating at 
least the spirit of the constitution. 

One of the objects for which I have felt it my duty to convene you, 
and to which your attention is invited, is the necessity of laying off the 
State into Congressional districts, By an act of Congress passed at its 

_ last session, apportioning the representation among the several States of the 
‘Union, Tennessee is entitled to eleven members in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. [his reduction in the representation ‘of the State in the 

” Congress of the United Siates, renders the necessity of an adjustment of 
the districts indispensable. The necessity and importance of discharg- 
ing the duty is too obvious to require an argument to enforce its execu- 
tion upon those who are charged with the protection of the honor and in- 
terest of the State, ; 

Jam aware of the difficulty that may attend a satisfactory adjustment 
of this qnestion; but however difficult the task may be, it cannot lessen 
the obligation. To omit or neglect the performance of this duty will 
deprive the State of any participation in national legislation, at least so 
far as the representative branch is concerned. Such a result would be 
hazardous to tii#fights and mterests of the State, disparaging to its high 
character, subVéfsive of the good orderof society, disorganizing in its 
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tendency, and danzerous to the prosperity of that anion which it is the 
pride of every patriot tocherish and sustain 

A similar acd no less difficult task is also to he performed in laying off 
the State isto Senatorial and Representative districts. This duty was 
incombent upon the Legislature at its last regular session, but from some 
Cause if was omitted, and it becomes my duty at this time, to present it 
to yours oas-deration, The performance of this duty is rendered impe- 


“rious, net only by the requirements of the constitotion, bat by every con- 


kd 


sideration of justice and equity, Much usequality exists in different 
sections of the State in their representation, which ean only be corrected 
by a reso: ranigotion of the distriets. Under the impression that you 
Wil prop.cie appreciate the importance of the subject, T subinit it to 
your eegacerahus with the sincere desire, that you may be able to dis- 
charge tus pouplesmg duty in such manner as will secure to each county 
in the State, (as far as practicable) a jast and equal participation in the 
benefits of ‘ae Derslative department.

to such alterations as Congress may think proper to adapt, except as to 
achangeof place; thisas Axed aad cannot be altered, Thus it appears, 
that the Poner of electing Seuators to the Congress of the Umed Stated 
is veste Pex caves an the Legislatures of the respective States 5 it be- 
comes a (piesiaa, therelare, of eat imporuiuce, to ascertain whether 
the Lecs.anre of a Sca'e can uegleet or out such election without a 
Vivlatiou of the spirit of the Coustitution, and a sacrifice of the public 
Interests, 

Each State is entitled toan equal participation in the Senatorial branch 
of the National Legisiatare. ‘Puis is uot ouly a privilege secured to all 
the States, but itis a duty tacuwbeat upon them to carry into effect the 
design of the Gonstituion, by a perfect orzauization of that body. Can 
any one State of the Uuton disregard this duty without weakening the 
ties that bind the States together? If one State may refuse to elect 
Senators, any number may reluse, anil should a mapority of the States so 
refuse, what, | ask, will become of this branch ot the National Coun- 
cil? Ut is manifest that it would b- left without a congtité@tional quorum 
for the transaction of business, and must, consequently, lose all its ef- 


pi 
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ciency and be dissolved. Ff one State may assume this attitude ,. every 
other may claim the same power, and in this way the bonds of union wilh 
not only be weakened, but as effectually dissolve the compact which 
binds us together in one glorious confederacy, as an open resistance to, 
and violation of its plaimest requirements, In leed, I regard it as more 
dangerous, because itis more secret and insidious, and, consequeutly,, 
less likely to startle the public mind, and arouse patriotic investigation: 
Tennessee has had no voice in the Senatorial! branch of the National 
councils since the extra session of 1841. The seats whieh should have 
been occupied by ber Senators have been vacant; her voice has been. 
unheard whilst questions of the greatest mazuitud >, and of the deepest 
interest to our common country have claimed the attention of that body. 
Tennessee has had no participation in their adjastmeat. This reflection 
is one of deep humiliation to every man who looks to the honor-and in- 
terest of his country, rather than to the interests and fortunes of part y 

Under a firm conviction of the importance of this sabyect, both as it 
affects the honor and interest of the State, H is earnestly recommended 
that you elect two Senators to the Congress of the United S ates. Tf you 
should be of opinion that nosuflicien! mode of election has been preseribed, 
or that the manner heretofore pursued in all similar elections singe the 
formation of the State Government is either insvificient or incorrect, F 
would suggest that you proceed atan early day, to make sech provision 
as you may deem satisfactory. 1 make this suggestion, not because F 
entertain any doubts as to the justice, construnonality, or entire sufi- 
ciency of the mode hitherto adopted in the election of Senators, but in. > 
justice to those who may honestly differ upon this subject. 

By an act passed at the last session of the General Assembly, it was. 
made my duty to appoint two Boards of Commissioners, one for East 
Tennessee, the other for the Western District, to carry into-execation 
a law passed by the Legislature for the improsemeut of tthe vers in 
these divisions of the State. At an early day} proceeded to discharge 
that duty, but owing to some defect in the law, or a disagreement be- 
tween the Boards of Commissioners and the officers of the Bank of 
‘Tennessee, as tothe proper construction of the ast, the measures pro- 
posed by the law have been wholly inoperative. 

It was doubtless the intention of the Legislature that this act, (which 
is one of great interest to these divisions of the State 3) should be carried 
out in good faith; I, therefore, recommend such aa amendment as will 
secure ils faithful and efficient execution. In order that you may fully 
understand what amendments appear to be necessary, I berewith trans- 
mit the communications received from the Boards of Commissioners on 
this suliject, ? 

In my communication to the General Assembly at its last session, I 
brought to their consideration the probable abandonment of the Charles- 
ton, Cincinnati and Louisville Rail Road. I also suggested the proprie- 
ty of taking sych action on the subject as would best secure the interest 
of the State. Erom some cause no definite action was had, and the sub- 
ject still remains open; and as itis one of much interest to the State, I 
invite your attention to it on the present @ccasion, Itis now in the pow- 
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er of the Legislature to relieve the State from a large subscription to 
this work, which, to-say the least, is an enterprise of doubtful expedien- 
cy. The Legislature of South Car olma has submitted a.proposition by 
which this State-may be relieved Fram her subscription; to this work, 
and dissolve its cannection with the company. On this. subject South 
Carolina has manifested a spini’, of justice and liberality. truly commend- 
able, and any further delay, or a refusal onthe part of Tennessee to accede 
to the proposition, or take some definite action on the subject, may be re- 
garded as a rejection, and the proposition be withdrawn. As no action 
was had en the subject af the last session of the Eegislatare, the Presi- 
dent of the Branch of the. Cnarleston, Cincinnati & Louisville Railroad Bank 
ai Knoxville, has made a demand on the Bank of. Tennessee for the jn- 
terest due on the Bends issued for the benefit of. the Company asa part 
of the subscription on behalf of the State. ‘The Bank of ‘Tennessee has 
declined to meet this requisition, and thus the question remains unadjust- 
ed, and can only be settied by the action of the Legislature. Acopy of 
the act of the Legislature of South Caroling, containing the proposition 
submitted to this State, and also a communication from the President of 
the Branch of the Bank at Knoxville, which. throw much light on this 
subject, are herewith transmitted, 

After the most mature and deliberate consideration, l feel it my duty 
to call your attention to the propriety of sa amending the charter of the 
Bank of Tennessee, as to limit the accommodation of directors to a sum 
not exceeding two thousand dollars, and of adopting some plan for a 
minuleinvestigation into its affairs, as well- at the Principa? Bank as the 
respective Branches. ‘This institution, founded on the capital of the 
state, is closely identified with its prosperity, and should receive the fos- 
tering care of the Legislature, ft will be remembered, that the. School 
Fund, on which the indigent children of the country depend for. an edu- 
cation, humble it may be, but yet of vast importance to them, coneti- 
tutes a material part of the capital. On the faithful and efficient man- 
agement of this institution, depend not only the means of edveating the 
indigent youth of the country, but we also look to the profits of the 
Bank as the means of paying the interest of the debts ef the State, and 
thus escape the oppression of direct taxation. In view of the deep in- 
terest of the State in the success of the Bank, it becomes the duty of 
the Legislature to make such amendments to the charter as expemence 
shall have shown to be necessary. Tregard the amendment as essential 
to its successful management, not from any knowledge 1 possess of abus- 
es having obtained in the administration of its affairs, but the experience 
of all similar institutions demonstrates the propriety of the suggested 
amendment. In order that the Legislature, at its next regular session, 
may possess the information necessary to enable it to determine what 
other changes may be proper, to enable the Bank to answer the great 
emis for which it was created, E would recommend the appointment of 
three prudent and efficient commissioners, one from each grand -diyision 
of the State, to visit the Principat’ Bank, and all the Branches, with full 
power to examine all the books, papers, and accounts, with fuli power 
also to examine witnesses on all subjects connected wath the inyestiga- 
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tion, and that said commissioners make full and complete report on oats, 
to the next General Assembly. If, on investigation, it shall appear, 
that the management of the institution has been such as to promote the 
public interests, the State will be aniply remunerated for ali the trouble 
and expense incident to the examination. An increased confidence will 
be infused into the people, and the Bank will feel an increased ability to 
advance and promote the public good. If, on the other hand, errors 
have.obtained in its management, the sooner they are corrected the bet- 
ter. It will scarcely be denied by any, that its affairs should be fully in- - 
vestigated, and I regard.the plan suggested as being the most economical, 
as. well. as the most satisfactory mode in which it can be done. 

Within a few days I have received the melancholy intelligence of the 
death-of Dr. James P. H. Porter, Register for East Tennessee.. This 
much to be regretted event occurred so short a time before you . would 
assemble, that I declined filling the vacancy by a pro tem. appointment. 
It will therefore be your duty to electa Register to supply this vacancy 3 
and in order.that the. public service may suffer as little inconvenience 
n possible, E suggest that you proceed, at an early day, to discharge thie 

uty.. ; 

Having thus briefly brought to your notice some of those subjects 
which induced me to call you together at the present time, I might, bere 
close this communication; but from the great number, and the highly 
respectable. character of petitions and memorials which haye been pre- 
sented-to me, asking the interposition of the Legislature to stay, if pos- 
sible, the tide of ruin and distress which threatens to overwhelm the 
State, I have felt myself constrained, not only by sympathy fora suffer- 
ing.country, but a sense of duty, to remove, as far as | am concern- 
ed, any impediment to the free action of the Legislature omthe sub- 
ject. . 

i That much pecuniary embarrassment exists throughout our, State, none 
will deny ; -it is felt by all classes and conditions; and if relief can be af- 
forded, without a violation of principle, or the sacrifice of great and 
important interests, that the country will be grateful, none will doubt.— 
The question, however, here presents itself, what can be done? What 
is theremedy ? Where is the panacea -to be fouud? Can the Legisla- 
ture devise a pian, just an equitable in itself—one which, while it con- 
sults the elles dignity of the State, will not ‘tarnish or impair her 
credit? I-repeat, can the Legislature devise a plan that will secure and 
protect those important intcrests, and, at the same time, afford that relief 
the country demands? As for myself, I am free to declare, that I-do 
not flatter myself, (however much I may desire it,) that the Legislature 
of. this or any other State, can do much, to remedy the evils of which 
we complain. If we would remove the disease that affects the body 
politic, if we would efface the causes which have produced this general 
paralysis, and apply a remedy that wilk be safe and permanent, we must 
first ascertain the source from whence the disease springs. If the dis- 
tress that prevails has been the result of an impolitic and unwise admi- 
istration of the State governments; if the evil can be traced to improper 
action on their part, then we might look with some hope of:saccens, i,” 
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them fora cortestion of their errors. But, in my judgment, we cannot 
charge the origin of our embarrassments to the States; neither can they 
in justice or chasity be visited upon the heads of those unfortunate indi- 
viduals, who have, by misfortune or imprudence, contributed their por- 
tion to the great aggregate of indebtedness which now oppresses the 
country, and paralyses its energies, We must look to some other cause 
as the sauce of this evil, and I do not hesitate in expressing my settled 
conviction, that the cause of most, if not all, the embarrassment that per- 
vades not only this, but our sister States, is to be found in the injudicious 
administration af the Geueral Government. The improper interference 
with the currcacy, and an attempt to regulate and contro! the finances of 
the eouatre uy the destruction of the Bank of the United States, and 
the substitution of Scate iastitutions, have produced most of the evils of 
which we complaing awl we are now realizing the bitter fruits of an 
overweening eont lence in the promises of the advocates of this policy. 
Daring the existence ofthe Bank of the United States, as far as our mon- 
etary atlans were concerned, all was calm and quiet. The prices of 
property, and the pradacts of labor, were, firm and steady ; labor re- 
ceived its just reward, and the march of the country to prosperity was 
firmand decided. 

At that most interesting period of our national history, when all the 
elemeats of prosperity were in successful operation g when we exhsbited 
to the world a spectacle of national happiness; whea we had attained 
that poiut which makes a nation not only proud at home, but respected 
abroad, for the parity of her instilatioas, and the wisdom of her laws; 
at that interesting and important crisis, (whether with pure and patriotic 
motives, or the result of misguided judgment, or the promptings of an 
unbridied ambition, I do not pretend to say,) but it was decreed that the 
Bank of the United States should be destroyed; the edict was register- 
edi; the war was proclaimed; andthe work was consummated. Need 
I stop here to inquire, what was the effect of this mistaken poliey on 
the prospects and fortunes of the country ? the melancholy response of 
sulleriug thousands is wafted on every breeze. Butire derangenient of 
the whole muactary system; prostration of public and private confi- 
dences fluctuations ia the value of property, sudden expansions and 
fearful voutractions, are sme of the results of a policy which has 
brought us, as a nation, to the verge of bankruptey. 

Having destroyed the Bank of the Duited States which had furnished, 
at ali tines, a currency equivalent in value to gold and silver, a resort to 
another sysiem of currency was rendered necessary. The State Bank 
system was regarded asthe most plausible, and it was even alledzed that 
State Banks could on! would furnish as good or hetter curreaey, than the 
Bank of the United States. This experiment was made, and with what 
success, is clearly set forth inthe history of the times. At the period 
of the expiration of the charter of the Bank of the United States, there 
were a mimber of State Danks in operation, but it was deemed necessa- 
ry still further to merease their number, m order, as was alleged, to 
supply the vagaua in the currency occasioned by the withdrawal from 
eirculation of the notes of the Bank of the United States. Thus the 
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State Banks were increased until they reached the astonishing num- 
ber of about uine hundred. To secure the publie confidence, and 
cause the loss of the Bank of the United States to be less felt, a num- 
ber of these institutions were selected as deposit Banks, and enjoyed 
the peculiar favor and patronage of the General Government. “To si- 
lence all complainings as to the amount of this better currency, and 
to convince the couutry of the perfect success of the experiment, an 
order was issued from the Treasury Department to those favored in- 
stitutions, not te hoard the public money, but to use.it in affording fa- 
cilities to trade and commerce. Here was a direct order to the Depos- 
it Banks not to lock up the public monies, What was this but an in- 
- ducement to imprudent issues, and an encouragement of extrava- 
gance, aud wild and hazardous speculation on the part of the people. 
"Phe temptation being freely laid before them, many of our honest 
and ‘unsuspecting fellow citizens, yielded to the alluring hope of ac- 
_ quiring fortune without labor, were deceived. and now the advocates 
of thie ddlusive policy, taunt these unfortunate and confiding individ- 
uals with being the authors of theit own misfortunes. 

I need not further trace the histery of the pelicy above spoken of, 
and its consequences, it is enough that we have seen the end of the 
experiment, and with it we have seen and felt its disastrous effects 
upouthe prospects of the country. At one time we have seen the 
country flooded with an irredeemable curtency, property of all kinds 
assuming a fictitious value, aud all eyes turned to the Banks and their 
liberal accommodations, as a means of acquiring real aud substantial 
wealth. We have seen the bubble burst, and we are now realizing 
the bitter consequences,’ 

It is idle and delusive to suppose that Government can, by acts of 
legislation, pay the debts of the citizens; but it is the duty of govern- 
ment to adopt such measures and afford such facilities, as will, conr 
bined with industry and economy, secure competency and indepen- 
dence, The object of every well regulated government is, to protect 
the interest and defend the rights of its citizens, and, as far as may be, 
promote their prosperity and happiness. For that relief which is 
now sought for, we must look to the General Government, and not te 
the ‘Legislature of this or any other State—the remedy is with the 
General Government, and not with the individual States, 

If we would apply a remedy that isto be effectual, we must go 
back to the principles adapted by Washington, Madison, and other 
fathers of the Republic—a policy which secured to the country a 
‘sound, equal, uuiferm, and convertible currency. With . facilities 
which may this be afforded, combined with the energies and enterprise 
of our citizens, we shall be able to regain aur wonted prosperity, and 
our country once more restored to that peace and tranquility to which 
she has been so long a stranger. 

’ The great scarcity of the circulating medium of the State is doubt- 
Jess the immediate cause of the great depression in the value of pro- 
perty. By comparing the circulation of the Banks of the State, dur- 
ing the yearsof 1836 and 1837, with the circulation at this time, is 
will appear fa the reduction has beenimmense, During the years 
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{836 and 1337, the aggregate circulation of our Banks, independent 
of the notes of the Baulss of other States, was aboutfive millions ; 
the aggregate of the present circulation will not exceed one million 
two hundred thousand dollars. From this statement, it will appear, 
that the debtor class must submit to a great sacrifice in the sale of pro-. 
perty, in order to meet their engagements, if the value of property is 
dependent in any great degree on the amount of circulation—and this 
prapesition, I presume, will not be controverled by any. If, then, 
any permanent relief is to be afforded, it must be by an increase of 
the circulating medium, How is this to be effected? There aro-but 
two modes: one by an extension of Bank accommodations, the other 
by an increase of Banking capital. The first must be regardest.ag 
a hazardous experinent, and iu the present coudition of things, it is 
eertainly not desirable, that the- number of bauking institutions 
should be increased, or that the capital af existing banks.should be 
enlarged. 

If the foregoing view of the causes that have produced the embar- 
ragsments under which we labor be correct, the most effectual remedy, 
will be the establishment of a National Bank—a remedy more subs 
stantial and enduriug than any that may be proposed. But here we 
are met by the advocates of relief, and told we-cannot laok to the es-. 
tablishment of a,.National Bank in tine to meet. the urgency of the 
ease. The work of destruction will have beeu accomplished ; the 
executioner will have performed his oifiee, before such a change. ean, 
he effected in the administration of the Federal Government, as wilt. 
etfect-this important object. This argumentis entitled to considera. , 
tion, and if it be true it furnishes a humiliating commentary on the. 
abuse of our institutions by the exercise of the one man power, and; 
demands the interposition of the people to prevent similas.abuses, by 
an abridgment of the veto power of the President, that anti-repabli- 
can feature in onr system of government. This power was intended. 
to be conservative, but we have seen how it may be abused. If.one 
man may, by the exereise of this power, set at defiance the clearly ex- 
pressed will of a majority of the peaple, whether it be exercised as an 
offering to conscience, or through the suggestions of treason, it mat- 
ters not; the effect is the same, it isthe government, of one man, ang, 
makes our government to dier from.a monarchy only in name. 

Driven by the arbitrary and despotie exercise of. power from any. 
hope of relief from the Federal Government, the people must look to. 
the Legislature for such a redress of grievancesas it may be in their, 
© power to afford., If the Legislature can devise any: remedy that will, 
remore or mitigate the evils of which our constituents complain, it is. 
their duty to adopt it, and in common with every patriot and philan-. 
thropist, I shall rejoice. However much I may sympathise with the 
wufortunate. and distressed, however gladiy I would extend the hand: 
of relief and mitigate the misfortunes of my fellow-citizeus, still F 
cannot furget, and.[ hope none will, lose sight of what is due to the- 
honor, credit and character.of: our State. 

Tennessee is the fifth State of. the Union in population, and is se-, 
coud to none,in virtue, intelligence.and patriotism, She has attained: 
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a high and enviable character for her integrity and her fidelity to all 
her public engagements; these have been honestly and promptly met. ` 
As one jealous of her honor I should regard the adoption of any mea- 
sure (however urgent the necessities of the case might be supposed to 
be,) which would compromit the public faith, or the character of: the 
State for honor and integrity as suicidal, and not to be justified on 
auy plea of policy, expediency or necessity. I have, therefore, to in- 
voke your calm deliberation on this‘difficult subject, confidently trast- 
ing that under the iufluence of a laudable sympathy for a suffering 
coustitiiency, you will not forget what is due to the honor of the’ 
State. 

{am aware of the difficulties attending this subject, and that there 
is some difference of apiniou as to the course the Executive should 
take, There aré those for whose opinion I have the highest regard, 
who doubt the propriety of opening this question for legislative ac- 
tion, but, having deliberately surveyed the whole ground, I have felt 
voustyained from a deepsense of duty, to place thesubject before you in 
such an attitude, that such action may be taken as your judgments 
maydictate. I regard the Legislature as the proper tribunal to adjust 
this question. |The representatives of the people are supposed to re- 
lect the public will, and as I have at ail times regarded the people as 
the legitimate source of all power, I am at all times disposed to con- 
form my conduct to this ever to be cherished doctrine. Hence, as the 
public sentiment appeared to me to demand, that the attention of the 
Legislature should be called to this subject, I could not adopt,a differ- 
ent conrse, without disregarding a doctrine, which I hold ta be the 
faundation of republican institutions. The divisions of the govern- 
ment as defined by the Constitution, I regard as perfectly just, and as 
I do. not arrogate to myself the exercise of, legislative power, I cannot 
interpose to prevent the free exercise of legislative functions by those 
to whom they properly belong, iu carrying out, what appears to be 
the wishes.of the people, whose representatives you are. .. 

The measures contemplated for the accomplishment of the object 
are various and muitipled; many of them at first view,appearto be 
plausible, yet, I fear when put to the test, they will be found delusive. 
Iu view then, of the variety of measures proposed, I have preferred 
opening the whole subject, and as you are fresh from the people, it, is 
presumed you are fully acquainted with their wants and wishes, If 
in your wisdom you shall devise a plan that will meet the exigences 
of the times, it will aflord me pleasure to co-operate with you, and 
uothing shall be wanting on my part to seenre the country all the ben- 
fit such measure may be intended to.confer. Without troubling you 
with the details of any particular plan, the entire subjectis respect- 
fully submitted, invoking the guidance of that wisdom which wiil 
enable you to arrive at conclusions honorable to the country, satisfaci 
tory to yourselves, and beneficial to your constituents. i
